ouly carried away the main-mast close to tbe 
deck, shivering it at the same moment into se- 
veral pieces. 
Tbe vessel being thus suddenly 


rendered almost unmanageable by the wreck of 
the main-mast untangling the other rigging, and 
ihe wind at the same time shifting quickly in 
every direction, she was in consequence una 
voidably driven towards ihe lapd, 
and about 
half past lea o'clock struck tbe shore on a part 
of the Fuyke plantation, where it is supposed 
she will receive but little injury in her hull 
should the weather continue moderate. 
Ac- 


cording to the accounts received yesterday in 
town, she is represented te make but little wa- 
ter. 
Three schooners were despatched to her 


assistance on Thursday morning, and with their 
aid it was expected she would 
be 
got off— 
Shortly after the lightning struck the Mercury 
she was discovered to be on fire, occasioned, it 
is supposed, by the fluid having passed into the 
interior of the vessel, and it was not until after 
great exertions that the fire was exti[|_. u ._,htd, 
all the powder on baard hating be thrown into 
the sea. 
We regret to have to add tv this list 


of calamities, that three persons were injured 
by the falling of the mast, but hopes are enter- 
tained of their speedy recovery.

THE FLORIDAS. 


PROCLAMATION. 


By major-gen. Andrew Jakson, goverhor of 


the provinces of the Floridas, exercising the 
powers of the captain-general and of the in- 
tendant of the island of Cuba, over tbe said 
provinces, and of the governors of the said 
provinces respectively. 
Whereas,by the treaty concluded between 


the United States and Spain, on the 22d day of 
Feb. 1819, and duly ratified, Ihe provinces of 
the Floridas were ceded by Spain to the United 
States, and the possession of the said provinces 
is now in the Uoited States: 


And enhereas, the Congress of the United 


States, on the third day of March, in the pre- 
sent year, did enact, that until tbe end of the 
first session of the seventeenth Congress, unless 
provision for the temporary government of the 
aaid provinces be sooner made by Congress, all 
the military, civil andjadicial powers exercised 
by the officers of the existing government of 
the said provinces, shall be vested io such per 
aon or persons, and shall be exercised in such 
manner as the president of tbe United States 
shall direct, for the maintaining tbe inhabitants 
of the said territory io the free enjoyment of 
their 
liberty, property and religion; and tbe 


president of the United Slates, has by his com 
mission bearing datethe tenth day of saidMarch 
Invested me with all the powers, and charged 
une' with the several duties heretofore held and 
exercised by the captain general intendant and 
governors aforesaid: 


I have therefore ihougbt fit to issue this my 


Proclamation, making knows the premises, and 
to declare that the government heretofore ex- 
ercised over the said provinces, under the au- 
thority of Spain, has ceased, and that that of 
tbe United states of America is established 
over the same ¡that all laws and municipal rege 
iatiuns which were in existence at the cessa- 
tion of the late government, remain in full 
force; and all civil officers, charged with their 
execution, except those whose powers have been 
specially vested in me, aod except also such 
officers as have been intrusted witb tbe collec- 
tion of tbe revenue, are continued in their func- 
tions, during the pleasure of the governor for 
the time being, or nnlil provision shall other- 
wise be made. 


And I do hereby exhort and enjoin all tbe in 


habitants and other persons within the said 
provinces, tobe faithful and true, in their elle 
giance to the United States, and obedient to the 
laws and auihoiities of the same, under fall as 
lurance that their rights will be under the guard 
¡unship of the United States ; and will be main- 
tained from mil force and violeaca from within 
and from without.

Extract of a letter dated Cape Haytien. July5, 


1821, to a gentleman m Washington 


"Every thing goes on well and quietly here 


since tbe departure of gen. Boyer, except the 
jealousy of the natives in trade to foreign raer 
chants. 
As many obstacles are thrown in our 


way as they can invent, and attempts will na 
doubt be made the ensuing year, lo exelude us 
altogether. 


" In my opinion this market never offered a 


better prospect to tje American merchant.— 
Thecnuntry is litera lly parched withthe drought, 
and the inhabitants nearly dependent on Ame- 
rican produce for subsistence. 


*' For the last six weeks the coast has been 


lined, from Monte Christie to the Moele, by a 
fleet of Aury's, and other picaroons, which have 
been a great annoyance, although ne robberies 
bave as yet been committed. 
It will be very 


desirable to haveone of our vessels occasionally 
here on the coast. 
Captains having crews, or 


parts, of colored people, coming here are sure 
to loose ihem. 
The authorities here say tbey 


cannot compel them to return to their duty, a 
grievance I do not know how to remedy with 
out making some arrangements with president 
Boyer to that effect. 
From these and other 


aauses, we are kept io hot water continually."

Passage, Was taken possession of by a Patriot 
privateer sloop, of 2 guns and 90 men —brought 
Us tn anchor to the S. of Cape Roxo, and look 
all hands on board the privateer. 
At 9. |» 
">. 


permitted me to go on board the ach. bu» kept 
the male and crew all night. 
In the morning 


40 of the privaieersraen came on board, shifted 
the cargo, and searches' every part of the sch. 
even to chests and bedding, but did not moye 
all (he ballast. 


They then returned on board the privateer, 


when 1 was again sentfor. 
The Ist lieut. spoke 


English, as did most of the officers, except the 
capt. 
They told me that if I would give them a 


certifícale that they had takes nothing from me, 
they would give me my papers and let me go, 
which I did, after receiving from viiem a few 
small articles which they had taken—but in- 
stead of letting me go, I was ordered again on 
board, and told there was a mistake in the num- 
ber of bags, and that tbey would take them on 
deck and count them 
Most of the crew then 


went on buard of (he sch. and began to search 
every part—took all the cocoa and coffee on 
d.etk, and examined every bag—they then went 


to shifting the ballast—underneath which they 
found 800 Spanish dollars, which they took 
from me. 
This did not satisfy them that there 


was no more on board. They then look 3of my 
men on board the privateer, and set out on an 
expedition to cut out two vessels, and rob tha 
inhabitants lo the N of Cape Roxo, 
They also 


took my boat with them—leaving only the mate 
and boy with me, with orders to lay too for 
them —which 1 was obliged to comply whb, as 
my men and papers were on board the priva- 
teer. 


At 9, a. m. they returned, bore up with the 


schr. and took a Spanish sloop, (hen hauled to 
for the privateer. 
At 11, 
1 was ordered on 


board with my logbook, when (hey gave me a 
severe reprimand, with hard threats, for not 
telling tbem I had money; when I asked them 
for the money or a receipt, their answer was, 
" Into the boat and be off." 
While in their 


possession, they robbed me of 800 dls. small 
bower anchor, crow bar. 2 oars, two pump bolts, 
aod a bucket, and detained me 42 hours— this 
is patriot treatment. 
They left me two leagues 


S. of the island of Zacheo, in the Mona Pas- 
sage. 
From what we could learn the privateer 


was called the Altevero, commanded by Fran- 
cisco Marco, from Margarina. 


Newburyport, June 19. 


Water Spouts— Capt. Wilson, who lately 


arrived herefrom the West Indies, hasfurnish 
ed us from bis joaraal witb lbs following ac- 
count of a very dangerous water spout. 
On ihe 22d of Mey, io lat. 36, 35, long. 69, 


50, fresb gales from S. S. W. aud squally . at 4 
p. m. a heavy cloud appeared on our weather 
quarter about west, which approached vs very 
last ; prepared the vessel for a heavy squall, 
when the rain began to descend in 
torr-cts. 
All at once we saw five large Water Spouts 
forming under the cloud, upon the sea, about 
one and a half miles from us, goiag with the 
cloud nearly in a line N, E. by E. with aston- 
ishing swiftness. 
They appeared about half a 
mile from each other, at about equal distances, 
end connecting themselves with the cloud. 


Tbe sea for a considerable space where the 


base of the spouts appeared, exhibited tbe most 
tremendous commotion—ihey appeared in tbe 
cloud above to be at large as a tierce. 
At this 
time a number more were forming, and appear- 
ed to approach us very fast. 
We now thought 


oorseltes in the utmost danger, for all our ef- 
forts io dissipate them in the usual way, were 
unavailing; but tbe wiod hauling north-wes- 
terly, and blowing fresh, we let out same of our 
reefs, trimmed sharpby thewind, and fortunate- 
ly gained lo windward of them. 
Tbey passed 


ut a little astern, so that we had a fair view of 
them, and they presented one of the most aw- 
fully sublime scenes in nature. 
We had sea- 
men on board the brig who had followed tbe 
sea from ten to thirty years, and none of them 
bad ever before witnessed so dangerons a water 
spoat, or any of such magnitude. 
Had we been 
thirty minutes 
sail astern, 
1 conceive there 
would have been no possibility of escape from 
utter destruction.—The water was in continual 
agitation for fifty or sixty minutes, and I am 
free to confess I never before bad an adequate 
idea of the horrors of oae of these phenomena.

Jugglingto some purpose.— lt is stated in a 
London paper, that one of the fraternity, called 
'Indian Jugglers," had recently returned to 
his own country, with, a fortune of .€lO,OOO 
sterling, the earnings of his industry and skill 
in ihe juggling art, which he exhibited for 
a- 
bout len years id Paris, London, Vienna, Peters 
burg, and all the great cities on the continent 
of Europe. 
To acquiie so vast afertune, (little 
less than fifty thousand dollars) in so sho t a 
period, by a profession the very name of which 
imports imposition, aflords one proof among 
the many of ihe amazing er dulity.of man, and 
the avidity with which he lays hold of every 
thing by which his curiosity is excited, especial 
¡y ifit is of the marvelouskind. 
In tbc present 
instance, however, there is perhaps, more to be 
said in favor of gratifying this desire, than in 
most other cases of a similar nature. 
It must 
be admitted that the performances in question, 
are both rational, amusing, and instructive.— 
The"Chinese Juggler" may, with some pro 
priety, be allowed to rank amoDg men of science; 
for every part of hit art has an immediate refe- 
rence lo scientific principles 
To possess a cor- 
rect idea of the extraordinary talents of these 
men, it is absolutely necessary te sec them ex- 
hibit 
Some faint conception, however, of their 
wonderful powers may be found on perusing the 
loilowing account of their peiformaneas, which 
we have copied from an English paper :— 
l»t. Throwing about three gilt balls in various 
directions, with amazing velocity, making them 
fotm circlet of every denomination round the 
head, neck, leg», arms, &.c. horizontal, prepen 
dicular, eliptic, &c. 
which to Ihe eye appear 
perfect rings. 


2d. Tossing up a Urge China basin to the 
ceiling, and catching it sideways upon the flat 
ol the hand, (hen turning it upside down in va- 
rious ways, making it eppear to the beholder as 
if glued to »he hand. 
31. From under the carpet on which the per- 
formers walk, and where it appears impossible 
to conceal any thing, an 
immense flowerpot 
is produced, afterwards a large basin full of 
water, and live fish sporting in it _ and lastly, a 
large Chista dish, entire'y filled with eggs. 
4ih. Several very curious and divtwling eyo- 


lotions are performed with three smal! sticks, 
which are well worth the closest attention. 
sth. Upon an empty China plate a shower of 


nuts is made to fall from an empty handker- 
chief. 


6th. With eight solid brass rings, in none of 
which can any break be discovered, one of tbe 
artists performs several curious tricks; namely, 
seperaling and exhibiting tbem, nay, handing 
tbem about singly for Inspection among the 
visitors, and then, at one touch, linking them 
together io vaiious forms, sometimes like a 
chain, a pair of spectacles, a globe, &c then 
shaking them asunder on the floor. 


7th. A large China bowl is thrown aloft, and 


caught in its descent, bottom downwards on the 
point of a small stick, where it is spun and 
tossed about with great velocity ; and, to all ap- 
pearance, with a certainty of destruction. 
Bth. Several astonishing feats are performed 


with three lurj.e knives, which are flung about 
with equal velecity with tbe balls, and caught 
in such a way as to require great steadiness of 
nerve to behold, without apprehension for the 
safety of the performer. 


9tb. At each end of a long cord or bowstring 
is attached a large b.-iisa ball. 
With this cord 


and ball they peiform will» the most extraor- 
dinary activity and management that can be 
conceived. 
He makes those balls fly roand in 
every and opposite directions, each forming a 
separate and distinct circle, he himself hold- 
ing the cord in only one hand at tbe middle. 
10th. One cf the performers eats a quantity 


of cut paper blazing nrr fire, which be after- 
wards apparently with great pain, discharges 
from his mouth aod nostrils in smoke and real 
flame. 
He then draws from his mouth at least 


one hundred yards of white ribbon, aod after- 
wards as many more yards of red ribbou. 
11th- A great quantity of the shreds of white 
paper is cut small, and put inlo a basin of water, 
covered up, oo removing tbe cover is found to 
be a perfes* airing of red paper, of nearly a 100 
yards. 


English Newspapers.—In LoadonJS/itendai- 
ly newspapers are published ; 42 Saturday and 
Sundey papers ; IS published on other days, 
once, twice or thiee timet a week; 135 pro- 
vincial papers «.re printed in England ; 126 
newspapers in Ireland; 47 in Scotland ; and 6 
in the " British Isles." 
Of the London daily 
journals, ten millions and 500 thousand num- 
bers sts published annually, and from the 
o- 
ther offices five millions are issued every year; 
or, in other words, about 300 thousand numbers 
of the Varieus newspapers are printed io Lon- 
don every week. 
In Great Britain and lieland 
together, upwards of 50 millions of newspapers 
sheets are printed and circulated annually, at 
about one million evety week ! 


Some of the London daily journals are very 


lucrative, and all ofthem are pretty well suppor- 
ted. 
They employ an immense number of lite- 
rary gentlemen, as reporters, writers a>nd proof- 
reeders, 
besides tbe compositors, pressmen, 


newsvenders and boys, and besides tbe manu- 
facturera of paper, types, and other manufactur- 
ers, to whom they give constant employment.
